Fronts 


Egypt, Jordan 
And Syria Are 
Fighting Jews 


JERUSALEM (AP) — For the third time in 2u 
years, war broke out today in the Middle East and gun­ 
fire sounded in Israel and in three of its Arab neigh­ 
bors — Egypt. Jordan and Syria. 


The Arabs, sworn to destroy Israel, wore battling 
the Jewish state’s forces on two fronts, at Egypt’s Sinai 
frontier and on the Syria and Jordan herders. 


Each side accused the other of lighting the fuse for 
the explosion which, as in 19.">(}, threatened to involve 
the major powers. 


The main fighting today appeared to be in the Sinai 
Desert, across the frontier that I'nited Nations forces 
guarded until Egypt's (¡amal 
Abdel Nasser ordered 
them out 18 days ago. 


Heavy Fighting 


Artillery fire was heard in Jerusalem, the holy city 
divided between Jordan and Israel. Israel's port of Haifa 
was bombed. Israeli planes attacked the airports of 
three Arab capitals, Cairo, Amman and Damascus. 


Amman radio, the voice of King Hussein, reported 
heavy fighting along Jordan’s P»oO-mile frontier with 
Israel. 


Cairo said Israeli planes attacked Sharm El Sheikh, 
the point overlooking the entrance to the Gulf of Aqa­ 
ba — the area Nasser has blockaded to Israeli ships in 
the central controversy that brought on the fighting.

The automobile has been the most tremendous fact 
changing- American living since World War 1. Its manu­ 
facture has become the biggest business in America, 
affecting- the economy so intimately and enormously 
that when people let up in their buying- of the latest 
models we fear a national recession. 


Highway building has become a huge activity and 
auto crashes contribute more business to the law courts 
than any other trouble. They also are a prime source of 
hospital business.

In the past year this nation lias been on an automo­ 
bile safety kick. One of the triggers was Ralph Nader’s 
book, “Unsafe At Any Price”, accusing the auto manu­ 
facturers of shoddy construction that accelerates the 
huge highway toll. 


Congress got into the act. of course, and set up 
some safety standards to appl>- to new car manufacture. 
Auto buyers will be getting tlie bill for the new safety 
standards starting with the 1968 models in the fall. 


The perceptive look at our safety refoniis so far 
isn’t cause for much jubilation. It raises as many prol> 
lems as it solves. We ruslied into a piecemeal approach 
to highway safety which is going* to make automobiles 
much more costly without assuring that the highways 
will be much safer as a result.

The effort to make safer automobiles is proper and 
needed, but we have not created a context of highway 
safety into which it fits as an effective part. 


it’s estimated that the new cars will cost a total of 
about a billion dollars more because of the safety fea­ 
tures built into them. Congress imposed this new tax on 
the American people without asking- them about it in a 
huiTy to line up with safety advocates. 


The same amount of spending on highway safety 
engineering miglit have saved more lives. The same 
amount expended in hig:hway safety education, or in le­ 
gal action against unsafe drivers might have had more 
results, but these weren’t considered. The first w'ouldn’t 
be as dramatic as collapsible steering columns and the 
second would be politically offensive.

The automobile manufacturers don’t like the new 
standards and they were effective in having the first 
round of refonns changed somewhat, as making exhor- 
bitant demands upon them in the time remaining to get 
out their 1968 models. 


Tlie National Traffic Safety Agency, which will 
administer tlie safety standards, has been criticized for 
yielding to the manufacturers and not more fully “pro­ 
tecting” the public, but the realistic view of the situ­ 
ation is that the manufacturers, who have billions in­ 
vested in the industry, will be strongest influence on the 
National Safety Agency, and not the public, just as the 
TV and radio networks are a stronger influence on the 
Federal Communications Commission than the public, 
and the transportation industry is a stronger influence 
on the Interstate Commerce Commission than the na­ 
tion’s shippers.

We have taken another big step into government 
control — this time of highway vehicle manufacture— 
and it has given Americans another big addition to their 
cost of living.

Kennedy. 


Johnson Pleased 


Kennedy has previously en­ 
dorsed Johnson and Humphrey 
for 1968 but not m such lengthy 
or effu.‘'ive terms. And his em­ 
brace came only a few days aft­ 
er the latest of moves by Kenne­ 
dy supix>rters—whom

disavowed—to place his name 
on some presidential primary 
election ballots.

Jor- 
d.r'n an^ Svria that is less than half as Ipmr#» ps the 
lilpper Peninsula. (7,993 squai*e miles to 16,538)

Israel sized thingrs up for lierself. f<ynored the coun­ 
sel of the United States to keep the peace and struck 
hard at her enemies. She now goes to the peace table 
to discuss thing:s from a position of strength. She has 
upset the Arab world’s plans to subjugrate her or de­ 
stroy her for a half decade or moi*e. She has spoiled 
Russia’s plans to build its strength in the Middle East 
by anningr the Arabs as allies. 


The Israelis have been of enormous help to our 
interests in the Middle East and to those of the Free 
World there. They have done what had to be done. Tliey 
likve done it couragreously and quickly. 


Their action is the moi'e admirable when their own 
Interaal troubles are understood. Their great drive for 
nationhood has faltered. Tlieir blit* victory does not 
buy them any neace with the Arabs w^ho dominate the 
Middle East. It probably deepens Arab hatred. The 
hope for enduring peace can come there only with a 
solution of the problems that underly the hostility. 


Befoi*e the Israelis punctured Nasser he w^anted to 


bargain with them for return of 1.3 million Palestinian 
Arabs displaced in the creation of Israel, or for com- 
l^nsation of some sort. This refugee problem remains 
like a cancer, unaltered by the Israeli victory except 
that the Arabs are no longer in a position to settle it 
by arms. 
' 
There are 261,000 Arabs still living in Israel and 
4^rabic is the nation’s second language. There are six 
Arabs in Israel’s parliament, but Israel’s Arabs are not 
full citizens in the sense that its Jews are and under­ 
standably this country of only 2.7 million doesn't want 
fin influx of a million Arab refugees as a final solution 
of the birth pains that have never relented. 


The United Nations, which couldn’t pi*event the 
^Irab-Israeli war is the agency looked to for a solution 
qf the prablem. The outlook there is not good. The U. N. 
has becopie a f\sh pond for selfish national interest. 
Russia'^iirbe fishing for ways to help the Arabs in or- 
4er to bolster tfeelr friendship. We will be fishing for

osing we weren’t too anxious for an immediate cease- 
ire because the Israeli medicine w^as w'orking w'here 
(iur diplomacy had been a dud.

Another thing was lacking in those earlier days, 
there was no union harassment. This is no longer the 
4ase.

“The thing that has brought us to this day is the 
Mitransicrence of the unions,” Matt Meyer, WJT presi­

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — 
A good 
proportion 
of 
those 
people who oppose the U. S. 
bombing of North Vietnam are 
fundamentally against any sort 
of bombing as somehow 
in­ 
flicting a worse death than is 
caused by other means in war. 


Since this is an 
emotional 
feeling, it really 
cannot and 
probably should not be argued 
with. 


It is quite something else, 
however, to mo\ e from expres­ 
sions of abhorrence over bomb­ 
ing 
to 
unsupportable 
argu­ 
ments with regard to what it is 
doing or has done in past wars 
and this one. 


Most recently, some critics 
of tlie present 
bombing, 
in­ 
cluding a few senators, have 
contended that what happened 
to the British people in World 
War II proves that 
bombing 
“only stiffens morale” and can 
havt little 
telling 
effect 
in 
war. 


The story of that British ex­ 
perience would surprise some 
of these critics. 


Over-all, 
counting 
every 
phase of the air battles and the 
bombing 
over 
Britain, 
this 
celebrated assault covered tlie 
period from July, 1940, to May 
1941. 


Those Americans old enough 
to have lived through the peri­ 
od may recall that millions of 
oi'dlnary Britons 
in London, 
Liverpool, 
Coventry, 
Bristol, 
Plymouth and other cities were 
indeed doughty and 
courage­ 
ous under the relentless rain of 
high explosives and incendiar­ 
ies delivered by Nazi bombers. 


At the height of the assault, 
Germany raided London for 57 
successive nights. An average 
of 200 bombers a night droned 
over the city. 


But the glow of adrnii-ation 
the free world placed around 
that 
horrifying 
chapter 
has 
tended to obscure some impor­ 
tant facts. 


In the entire July 
to 
May 
period, some 
42,000 
Britons 
were killed in Nazi raidis and 
related 
London itself. 


blitzed and battered and burn­ 
ed, suffered 21,000 dead. 


No one is ever likely to cheer 
those totals 
as 
ixisignificant. 
Yet the fact is that they sue 
small compared to what hap­ 
pened to German and Japanese 
cities later in World War II. 


The British saturaftion raid 
on Dresden killed am estimated 
135.000 Germans in less than 
two days. One giant U. S. B-29 
fire raid over Tokyo killed 97,- 
000 Japanese in a sim^e night 
—almost five times the niun- 
ber of Londoners 
lost 
in a 
period of several months. 


Allied bombers gutted some 


6.000 aci*es of Berlin, 10 times 
as big an area as 
was 
ever 
bombed out in London. 
An 
even larger part of Hamburg 
was destroyed. 
; 


The truth is, as author Tel­ 
ford Taylor 
observes 
in his 
new 
book, 
“The 
Breaking 
Wave,” that the German air 
force of that time was a vast­ 
ly overrated machine of war. 
Led by the confused Hennann 
Goering and 
equipped 
with 
planes of dubious quality, it 
constantly 
shifted 
objectives 
and never finished anything. 


The later perspectives on that 
war raise grave question as to 
how Britain would have borne 
up had the Nazi attacks been 
more severe and more 
effici­ 
ent. Sh* Winston Churchill him­ 
self, in his history of World 
War II, says this: 


"It would be unwise to sup­ 
pose that if the attack had 
been 10 or 20 times as severe 
—(jr perhaps eve«i two or three 
time.s as severe—the 
healthy 
reactions I have described (the 
raids stimulating action, com­ 
radeship, clarity of view) would 
have followed.” 


Elsewhere in those writings 
Churchill adds: 


“It is difficult to compare 
the ordeal of 
the 
Londoners 
. . . with that of the Germans 
in the last three years of the 
v.'ar. In this later phase the 
bombs were much more pow­ 
erful and the raids far more 
intenise.”

Viet Buddhists

HUE. South Vietnam (AP> — 
South Vietnam's militant Bud­ 
dhists, who once could put tens 
of thousands of demonstrators in­ 
to the streets, are now a weak, 
divided force without a cause. 


The opinion 
of Vietnamese 
and Americans who have been 
watching the Buddhists is that 
the militant segment never re­ 
covered from the loss of face 
last year when an all-out effort 
failed to topple the regime of 
Piem ier Nguyen Cao Ky. They 
have become even more frag­ 
mented since then. 


The leader of the mihtants, 
Tri Quang, is now virtually pow- 
ei'less. 


His attempts to st;r up trouble 
during Buddha’s birthday cele­ 
bration in May, which included 
a parade and the immolation 
of a Buddhist school teacher, 
drew scant attention.
